The worsening strike situation in Britain 
may or may not be related to the Const? rva- 
tivs’ thumping victory in the parliamentary 
elections. Striking locomotive engineers and 
firemen have plunged the tight little isle into 
a deep transportation freeze, closing down es­ 
sential industry’, 
immobilizing passengers 
and gumming up the movement of goods. 
Newly elected Prime Minister Eden has 
taken the unprecedented step of going on 
the air to broadcast appeals to the strikers. 
But the opinion of the British press is that 
the only group which might intervene suc­ 
cessfully is the Trades Union Council, king­ 
pin in the British labor movement and con­ 
trolling agency of the socialist party which 
ju st got its lumps in the election. 
Failure of the TUC to get the locomotive 
engineers into a bargaining fram e of mind 
might indicate that a rebellion is brewing 
against the parent organization that may be 
prompted to a degree by labor’s dismal shout­ 
ing at the polls. 
If such is the case, Britain is headed for an 
outbreak of labor tantrum s in the months to 
come that bodes ill for all concerned.

Other crops exported by Japan when it 
controlled the island before the war wTere tea, 
natural camphor and fruits, including ban­ 
anas and pineapples. The heavy forests could 
be managed to yield considerable timber and 
wood pulp. There are a number of mineral 
deposits, and water power is capable of being 
developed to run a fair sized industrial econ* 
omv.

E. K. Marlin, head 
of the State Conservation Depart­ 
ment’s enforcement division, said 
he will instruct his wardens to

everyone, every way we can.” 
Marlin said wardens will carry 
the word around to conservation 
clubs. They will step up their 
routine check for fishing licenses 
when the game fish season reopens 
Thursday, but Marlin said they will 
“bend over backwards” to give 
veterans time to buy licenses. 
The free permits had been issued 
since 1925. An order in Hancock 
Circuit Court at Greenfield, where 
a test case against them had been 
tried, marked the legal end of the 
system.
